SCORES AT HIS FIRST START IN CALIFORNIA 
AND DEFEATS CREATION AND SEWELL. 



Eyebright Wins the Principal Race of the Afternoon 
— Jockey D. McCarthy Returns to Oakland 
, — Miller Rides Two Winners. 



Nan Francisco, Cal.. December !(. — Hanbridge. one 
of lire season’}* high-class t bree-.vea r-olds of the 
nihhlle west racing. signalized his first appearance 
iii California Ir.v a victory at Oakland today. The 
course was very muddy and the public was deterred 
from back ins the crack colt lrecanso of the belief 
that he lacked in condition to cope successfully with 
such superlative mud muiring opposition as Sewell. 
Creation and Ocean Shore was conceded to bo. Tim 
result proved that Hatfbridge was very nearly lit. 
as he engaged in a gruelling struggle for supremacy 
with Creation from the start ami finally prevailed 
over the seasoned Williams representative at the 
end of a terrific closing drive, with Sewell 
Hopelessly outpaced throughout and even unplaced 
at tfce finish, third honors going to Ueitm Shore, at 
*>ne time quoted at 100 to 1. J. Butler, on She 
winner, outjoekeyed. Gilbert on the runner-up so 
palpably that a crowd gathered around the stewards’ 
staud ami yelled foul. No claim was made, however, 
and the official confirmation was quickly displayed. 

The Withers Handicap, at a tnilo and au eighth, 
and the principal feature of an excellent card, was 
won all the way by Eyebright. Loyal and persist- 
ent supitort forced the winner’s odds down and liis 
success aroused enthusiasm. 

D. McCarthy, after a brief absence at Santa Anita, 
made bis re-appearance on Tony Faust iu this race 
and. because the popular lightweight jockey was 
astride the Hildreth horse, lie was made an unwar- 
ranted short-priced favorite iu the betting. He main- 
tained a fast and game, lint unavailing, pursuit of 
tlie winner throughout and finished a good second. 
Milford's tldrd was the surprise of the race. Suoli 
good opes as J. C. Core. Boggs and Crcssimt finished 
l>ealcn off. 

Racing results included throe favorites, one second 
and two tMrd choices. Chief jockey honors went to 
Walter Miller, who scored two wins and one third 
out of three mounts. The former champion is easily 
tins best of the local riding contingent at present. 
Ho displayed his old ability in getting his mounts 
into their stride, a big advantage on a muddy track. 
Captain Kennedy iu 1 lie first and The Englishman 
in tlie fifth, were two conspicuous examides. The 
former was bid up front fil.ixto to $1.3<*5 I»y .1. .1. 
Flaiinigaii and Ixiught in. Fancy, unplaced, was 
claimed by 11. Mack, owner of tin 1 winner, for 
$l.tl25. F. It. Weir professed to la* glad to lie rid 
of the Whitney cast-off at what he terms a fancy 
price. Barney Schroihor’s Bill Eaton made good at 
a prohibitive price in tlie second race and J. R. 
I.aughroy with ridiculous ease in tlie third. The 
latter was hid up from $400 to $705 by .1. M. Crane.

New York. December 9. — According to au absurd 
real estate news item. Sheepshead Bay race track 
is shortly to la? cut up into building lots. W. K. 
Vanderbilt, president of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club, only recently announced positively that there 
would be racing at Sheepshead Bay next vear. 
Track superintendent F. Clarke is going about his 
usual winter work. The harrows are keeping the 
magnificent stretches in excellent condition and the 
winter colony of horses are being daily exercised 
there. While the numlier of horses quartered there 
for the winter is not as great as in former years, 
still the track is far from being deserted. Siinou 
Healey has Master Rolicrt out daily for light exer- 
cise. while frequently one may see the champion 
two-year-old. Sir Martin, and the Futurity winner. 
Maskette. given walking exercise. Keene’s crack 
filly Is growing fast and will no doubt carry her 
brilliant two-year-old form to next season. Fayette 
is Sir Martin’s companion at the track and both are 
looking extremely well. Several yearlings by Irish 
I.ad itave worked some exceedingly fast trials and 
trainer Healey thinks that they will show to advan- 
tage next season.

UNUSUAL ACCIDENT AT SANTA ANITA. 



Runaway Racer Badly Injures Two Men — Restigouche 
Gives a Great Display of Speed. 



Los Angeles. Cal.. December t*. — When Pontex ran 
away while going to the post today, lie threw his 
rider and plunged through a bar on tlie outside rail 
near tlie five furlongs starting mist. Ross Vance, 
a. deputy marshal, and Joint Damron, the latter a 
colored stable band of “Kansas'' Price, were loung- 
ing uu tlie bar and were dashed to tlie ground with 
terrific force. Vance suffered a broken leg anil Dam- 
ron had many of his teeth knocked out. Pot.iex 
was returned to the post, but acted so badly that the 
starter refused to let E. Martin ride him. 

Big fields were the rule today, but despite this 
the public appeared to be able to pick the winners. 
The feature event of the day. the Oucouta Handicap 
at six and one-half furlongs, went to the odds-ou 
choice. Restigouche. conceding much weight to every- 
thing iu tlie race. It was only a big gallop for tin* 
former Keene crack, which set a dazzling pace 
throughout, winning iu a canter. 

The other races were of the mediocre order and 
were featureless. Tlie cut-in day saw twenty -five 
bookmakers doing business. This is by far the best 
showing at this time of tin* year since racing lias 
been inaugurated lien*. Tin* five new hooks to go 
on were: George Guyton. Peter Collett. W. McBride. 
Henry Haims and Dave McCuddy. The betting was 
the heaviest of the week, with tlie layers of odds 
breaking a I suit even on tlie day’s speculation. 

Among the latest arrivals from the east were W. 
V. Conran, who has a .big string Imre, and Fred 
Adler. 

Assistant Judge Ed Cob* was not present today, 
lie sprained liis siwnihler iu au accident at liis hotel 
last niglrt and will la* absent for a day or so. 

Kit Chinn left for Sail Francisco tonight. 

Judge Hamilton had a notice ims'teil in tlie pad- 
dock today cautioning all owners and trainers not to 
send t licit- horses to the mist short or to “qualify” 
tor future race*. This- emphasizes the determination 
of Judge Hamilton to have clean sport here this 
winter.

RACING TELEGRAPHY IN ENGLAND. 



A bit of interesting information leaked out in the 
proceedings of parliament November 80. It was 
due to tin* fact that in England the telegraph is 
operated as a part of the tK>st office department and 
so Its operations are a matter of legitimate inquiry 
on the part of any metniier of parliament disposed 
to ask questions. .Standing Life of November 87 
says: “In the house of commons yesterday. Mr. 

Cooper asked the postmaster-general whether the 
mist office send a special staff of telegraphists to 
tace meetings: and. if so. liow many were sent to 
the Epsom race course on Derby day. l'.ms, and to 
the Doncaster race course on St. Leger day. F.tOS: 
whether tie could say in what building the tele- 
graph office is situated on a race course: whether 
the post office hires the room or whether the race- 
course authorities make a payment for the facilities 
offered; and whether the telegrams to tlie press 
giving the betting and state of odds receive the 
usual press rebate. 

“Mr. Sydney Buxton writes iu reply: ‘Tlie post 

office sends a special staff to all important race 
meetings. Sixty-four uieu were sent to Epsom on 
Derby day and sixty-two to Doncaster for the St. 
Ijcger. The race course authorities provide the 

office free. It is usually either iu or adjoining the 
grandstand. Messages sent to tin* press under the 
usual regulations go at the press rates prescribed by 
parliament. Tlie taist master-general has no author- 
ity to discriminate against certain items of news, 
such as those giving the state of the odds.’ 

“Mr. CooiK-r next asked tlie postmaster-general 
whether he could state how many telegrams were 
received at and dispatched from the temporary tele- 
graph office on the race course at Newmarket on 
October 14 and 28, lttOS; whether he could say 
whether these telegrams were sent to and dispatched 
by bookmakers and related to liets: and whether the 
post office incurred any financial loss by establishing 
offices on this race course on those days. 

“Mr. Sydney Buxton states: ’On October 14 — Ce- 
sarewiteh day — the numbers were *78 ordinary tele- 
grams received at the grandstand: 8.778 ordinary 
telegrams dispatched from the grandstand, and 636 
press telegrams dispatched from the grandstand. 
On the 8Sth — Cambridgeshire day — 778 ordinary tele- 
grams received at the grandstand: 3.372 ordinary 
telegrams dispatched from the grandstand, and 561 
press telegrams dispatched from tin* grandstand. 1 
can give no information as to tlie contents of these 
telegrams. No financial loss was incurred.’ ” 



MILLIN YOUNGSTERS BID IN. 



Only two yearlings changed hands as a result of 
the Millin sale at Oakland last Saturday. English 
Mail, a chestnut filly by Cunard — Dertlia (full «ister 
to Ocean Queen), sold to Elijah Brewster for $tC>rt. 
and Passenger, a bay filly by Cunard — Grail, was 
purchased by O. A. Bianchi for $750. The others of 
the fourteen yearlings anil two-year-olds offered for 
sale were bid iu. A1 Koenigsberg carried Ocean 
Queen up to $2,800. which was within $200 of the 
amount at which Millin would have been willing to 
sell. Turret, the brother to Mauretania, was bid 
in at $1,400: Penn, tlie colt by Cunard. out of the 
Burns Handicap winner. Eonic. supposedly the star 
of the sale, at $2,000: Quality Street, by Cunard — 
Miss Kinglets, at $1,000 and Mauretania at $2,800.
